I herewith submit my fourth annual report as 
superintendent of schools, it being the eleventh in the 
series of such reports. 


There are five schools at Center Ossipee and one 
rural school at each of the following places; West Os- 
sipee, Water Village, Granite and Ossipee Corner. 
We have a good corps of teachers and work is progress- 
ing well. | 


During the year ending June 30, 1929 we had an 
average attendance of 189, an average membership of 
200 and a percent of 94.7. The previous year the per 
cent was 93, so we are improving.

T would urge that parents and other citizens give 
more attention to visiting the schools and noting the

classroom work. Parents should see that pupils are 
prompt and regular in attendance and that they make 
the most of such excellent school opportunities. 


At present there are 185 pupils in Ossipee Public 
Schools. There are 21 pupils from Ossipee attending 
Brewster Academy. In college and normal work we 
have 8 students scattered in University of New Hamp- 
shire, Bates College, Colby College, Boston University, 
Harvard Law School and Plymouth Normal School. 
It is encouraging to see these students going on to ad- 


vanced study but Ossipee should send more. ‘There 
ought to be at least 16 students in such advanced in- 
stitutions. 


Repairs and Improvements 


During the summer vacation chemical toilets were 
installed at West Ossipee, greatly improving condi- 
tions. At Water Village the underpinning was fixed, 
the walls redressed inside and the vault set with 
cement. Cleaning and general repair work was done 
on all the buildings. 


For next year I recommend that the lighting be 
changed at Ossipee Corner and that the building be 
painted. The yard at West Ossipee should be graded. 
Each building should be cleaned and all furniture 
varnished every year.

Medical Inspection 


The health inspection is conducted by Miss Phil- 
omene Barber, the Red Cross Nurse. The children 
are frequently examined and weighed. Defects are 
noted and parents notified. Homes should cooperate 
fully in seeing that defects are removed. It has be- 
come a regular plan now for the nurse to direct a 
dental clinic each summer where those desiring may 
secure treatment. 


It is hoped that during the coming summer, there 
may be a pre-school Toxin Anti-toxin clinic, held with 
the assistance of the state. This would take children 
from six months of age to school age or above. 


Parents having children to enter school next fall 
should see that they are vaccinated before September. 


High School 


The high school now serves pupils in the first two 
years of the course. There is a fine spirit of thought- 
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ful endeavor among the pupils busily directed by the 
Principal, Mr. Cook. I would urge that another year 
be added to the present curriculum. 


It is interesting to note that September 1, 1929 
was the tenth anniversary of the going into effect of 
the new state law. At a largely attended meeting 
of school boards in Concord in December it was shown 
that school conditions had improved much during the 
last ten years. The average school year in rural towns 
has been lengthened to 36 weeks. More children com- 
plete the eighth grade and go on to high school. More 
high school graduates enter post-secondary schools. 
Fourteen high schools have been established in rural 
sections. Every town in the state has_ supervision. 
The health of the children is looked after by a nurse 
or a physician. ‘The Normal Schools have grown from 
240 pupils to 924. Soon there will be a college or nor- 
mal trained teacher for every school in New Hamp- 
shire. 


The future will demand better educated citizens. 
The children of today are the citizens of the future. 
Let us do everything we can for the welfare of the 
pupils now in school.
